Through the iniirmity of human nature, and 
the trying circumstances im which good men 
are placed, we find thein in some mstances tail. 
ing in the exercise of those graces tm which 
they are mostemiment. ‘thus Ab aham, the 
father of the faithful, was, through the 
hension of danver, led to deal mesincere 
Abimelech.

‘}hus Peter, though of a bold and 
ardent temper, and though he alone ventured 
to attack the armed band which came to seize 
his Master. was induced to deny him, by the 
surmises of the maid-servant. And thus Eliyah, 
so famous for his zeal and couraye, Was suo dis 

mayed by the threats of Jezebel, that hi tled to 
the wilderness for sec urity, mistead Of remain 
ing in Israeli, to encourage the t ut tibal remnoan 
by his counsels, and to awe a profligate court 
by his warnings and rebukes. Yet the care 

of heaven did not di sert him. ‘Twice did the 
angel of the Lord touch him, and eall on him 
to arise and to eat the bread and drink the wa 

ter which be had provided for him ; and in the 
strength of that food he journeyed forty days 
and forty nights, till he came to Horel, the 
Mount of God, «here he received such displays 
of the divine glory, a+ qualified hun for the un- 
daunted discharge o! the public duties which he 
had yet to pertorm. ‘This portion of the proph- 
et's history suggests many tmnportant instruc. 
tions 

1. Good men have, hke Elijah, a journey 
before them ‘This world 1s not their home ; 
they are travelling through it like pilgrims and 
strangers, and their life must be occupied with 
the graces and duties in which their meetness 
for heaven is formed. Some are commencing 
this journey, and are asking the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward ; others have made 
considerable progress in it; and others have 
advanced so far, that they can say, ** lam now 
ready to be offered, and the time of my depar- 
ture is at hand.” With that holy Mount tn 
view where the journey closes, how light seem 
its toils, how easy its sacrifices! [ts perils are 
encountered with the courage inspired by hope, 
and its burdens are borne by the patience 
which it strengthens. ‘1 ts most lamentable 
that so few, comparatively, are engayved in this 
journey ; for ** strait 1s the gate, and narrow ts 
the way that leadeth to lite, and few there be 
that find it.” 

2. To this journey we require to be stirred 
up. Exhausted by fatigue ot body, or anxiety 
of mind, Elijah laid bimseli down to rest, and 
it was necessary that he should be roused to 
prosecute his journey And good men are 
sometimes so discouraged by the dificuities of 
the way, so overpowered by sloth, su att 
by the fascinating objects which present them- 
selves to their view, or are so influenced by the 
hints of those who tell them that no haste ts 
necessary, that they are disposed to fold their 
hands tosleep. But God will rouse them ; and 
ifsofter methods are not effectual, he will try 
others of amore alarming description ‘Thrice 
did our Lord’s disciples slumber during his ag- 
ony, and thrice did he rouse them, saying, 
** What! could ye not watch with me for one 
hour?” The calamity which deprives men of 
the substance to which they looked for worldly 
comfort; the disappointment which piunges 
men 1n sorrow at the moment when hope was 
highest, and the sickness which threatens to 
tear from you the relative whose presence you 
feel to be the charm of life, and whose care ts 
the blessing of your dwelling, are the voice ot 
God scattering the presumptuous fancies which 
were whispering, lecp on now and take 
your rest ;”” and calling upon you to watch and 
to be sober and to gird up the loins of you 
winds.

Often has it been seen, that by the 
prayer Which came from ihe heart, though ex- 
pressed inthe humblest diction, the sad have 
been comforted and the tempted have been re- 
heved, It is also worthy of t Mice, that it was 
of the food which had already refreshed him.

THE CROSS, OR LITTLE WAMPUM. 


It was in the autumn of 1777, and while 
Burgoyne was winding his sanguinary course 
along the shores of lake Champlain, a lone 
mother was seen to leave her log dwelling, and 
with her only companion, a little daughter of 11 
years, to make their way through that thick and 
almost impenetrable forest, which every where 
spread itself eastwardly from the borders of the 
lake to the summit of the mountain, and at 
Jenzth to seat themselves upon the fragment of 
afallentree upon the bank of one of those 
streams which take their rise on the western 
slope of the Green Mountains. This stream,

Now the drunk- 
ards cunnot get drunk, unless they spend at least 
one day in going after the material—as the 
place, as I before observed, is five miles from 
the centre of the town, and the way up a steep 
mourtain. | have attended one of their month.
